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PREFACE. 



A GOOD and holy man, recently deceased, said truly of 
the Book of Common Prayer, "It has waited as a 
handmaid on the Bible. It has been translated into 
A'arions languages of the earth. It yet exalts the sonli 
of the congregation to the throne of the Lord, while it 
cheers the couch of the sick and the bed of the d3ring. 
It has been pronounced the least imperfect of himian 
compositions by those opposed to the use of it in public 
worship."* 

To introduce, therefore, more or less freely into &mily 
worship, the Collects and Prayers of that Book, many of 
them handed down from the early ages of the Church, 
is both natural and right. The words are, indeed, 
familiar, but they are not common words. They touch 
the secret cords of the heart ; they are readily followed 
and understood ; they are full of holy associations. But 
in the case of a small number of persons joining day 
after day in domestic devotions under the same roof, 
and connected by ties of kindred, friendship, or mutual 
obligation, an intermixture of simple, earnest prayers 
from fresh sources is calculated to ai*ouse attention, 
supply particular wants, and meet troubles and tempta- 
tions pressing for a certainty upon some of those present 
at every fiunily gathering.

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The first edition of this Collection of Prayers was 
printed some years ago, partly for use in my own family, 
and though no attempt was made to promote its circu- 
lation, there seems to have been some demand for it. 
It is now republished with additions. 

The "Prayers for Special Seasons" are intended for 
those who desire to recognize days or seasons of special 
solemnity. 

The " Occasional Prayers '* may be now and then 
used for the sake of variety, or when called for by any 
passing incident. But the daily prayers are arranged 
so that the person reading them may, if he think fit, 
simply take them as they come, without trouble or pre- 
paration from week to week. 

It should be added, that of the prayers not taken 
from the Prayer Book, many have not been published 
elsewhere. Others are selected, with modifications, from 
those appended to an edition of the American Book of 
Common Prayer by Bishop Brownell, and others from 
Bishop Wilson's works : a few, by permission, from Dean 
Hook's Book of Family Prayer, and a few from older 
sources. 

To join at least once a day in family prayer, ought not 
to be regarded as a mere duty ; it should be felt to be 
a daily help in our journey through life. The question, 
therefore, as to what forms of prayer are most suitable, 
is one in which all the members of a household are 
interested. It is hoped that this collection may in some 
quarters be found acceptable and useful, and assist, in 
however small a degree, in promoting family prayer 
in different classes of society.
